‘Realistic Figures’ 
—What Are They? 


Well, the voters about 10 days ago turned down the 
Sequoia High School District's request for a $1.69 (per 
$100 assessed valuation) tax rate, and there is now 
some discussion as to whether this same. figure should 
be used when the measure comes up again, on the April 


18, ballot. 


(Aside, it might be pointed out that April 18 is tra- 
ditionally a momentous day. In ’75, Paul Revere rode; 
in ‘06, San Francisco was shattered by an earthquake. ) 

What happened to make this re-vote on what ought 
to be a shoo-in tax proposition necessary? 


' 


For one thing, a dedicated group of citizens — mem- 
bers of the Citizen’s Advisory Committee of the Sequoia 
High School District, worked entirely too quietly and too 
long, getting together a message to put before the people. 

In newspaper offices, it was known five years ago 
that the $1.50 tax rate adopted at that time was so set 
up, that part of it’s proceeds could be put in reserve dur- 
ing the first couple of years, for spending in the succeeding 
two years. 

Nobody criticized. ; 

It made sense, we and most other voters felt, to make 
a few intermediate bites a few years apart, rather than 
make a small bite each year (with the expense of financ- 

ing an, election each year), or giving the Sequoia District 
Board what was called by critics a “blank check’— of 
“sky’s the limit” tax rate for an unlimited number of years, 

Apparently, the majority of people who went to the 
polls Jan..31 either failed to read the reasons why the 
tax rate increase of that date could be kept as low as it 
was, or, has chosen to forget what it read. 

Then, the Town Hall Association of San Mateo county 
jumped into. the picture with a red: herring. Said it: “The 
notion that this must be passed at, this election is erro- 
neous. We can vote on ‘something more. realistic’ April 
18.” 

The trouble is, there is nothing more realistic. 

The school population prdjection figures, as far as 
high schools are concerned, start to shape up when any 
new first grade, district-wide, enters school. The figure 
gets firmer as that group of children advances through 

the schools; it doesn’t change much. 

Unless the Town Hall Association can show that a 
large number of familics are going to leave the Sequoia 
High School District area during the year that, their oldest 
child reaches 14, they'll have a\hard time refuting the 
citizen’s committees’s figures on enrollment projection. 

Another item of realism is the consideration that some 
haye expressed the feeling that teachers ought to be sacked 
if the budget is exceeded, or that, as an alternative, teach- 
ers salaries should “remain substantially as they are, dur- 
ing the coming fiscal year.” Class size should be allowed 
tp grow, as an alternative to greater expense in the teach- 
ing budget. | 
1; This bit of deception is lost on us. 
|; For one thing, we see very few people of our— or 
qlder — generations, whose outlook wouldn't have been 
improved by a little more knowledge — a few more hours 
being taught specifics by a specialist —a couple of more 
head-to-head talks with men and women who had the time 

ind the interest—a knowledge that would couldn't get 
way with loafing, because the teacher had only to watch 
20 of us, not 40. If we're going to “catch up with the 
Russians,” we ought to pay attention to this. 
"At any rate, this group confronting us—an organi- 
zation of cry-baby stand-patters dragging a red herring 
across the path, to divert people’s interest from the rea- 
soned appraisals of a long-working citizen’s committee — 
amazes us in its affrontery. They know the youngsters 
will be there to educate; many of them helped produce 
the youngsters.

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Municipal Report: 


Some Public Bodies Have Ways 
Of Minute-Writing All Their Own 


A reader of minutes will ne- 
ver be able to tell from them 
just how the discussion they 
report really went. 

The fidelity of the record 
needn’t be considered at fault; 
as a matter of fact, there are 
many cases where remarks are 
purposely extended in order 
that some particular point of 
view can be reflected. 

Take, for instance, the 
Menlo Park Elementary 
School District board’s prac- 
tice of some years ago, of re- 
citing, along with just about 
every motion involving the 
spending of money that, “this 
is a capital outlay project 
and. is therefore legitimate- 
ly paid out of bond funds,” 
or “as an item in the opera- 
tion of the schools, this is 
being paid out of the current 
budget.” 

Reason for appending these 
remarks was that the school 

district, at the time, was being 
accused of spending current 
budget funds for capital out- 
lay projects. 

Critics said this was wrong; 
that the building program 
should be financed in toto by 
bond issues, in the interest of 
control by the voters, 

At one point, the critics 
wailed that when maintenance 
men built shelves and coat 
racks for new classrooms, they 
were engaging in somewhat re- 
prehensible practice, because 
they were being paid out of 
the current operating budget 
and “taxpayer control” was be-

ing diluted! The administration 
was accused of “hiding expend- 
itures!” 

(Nobody stopped to think 
that if the critics, trustees and 
staff members were paid about 
$2 an hour each for all the 
time they spent arguing this 
point, they could have bought 
the shelves without reference 
to either budget.) 

The Menlo Park planning 
commission’s minutes usual- 

ly wind up with a neat sim- 
plification of what actually 
was said and, as might be ex- 
pected, the less important 
the item at hand the longer 
the discussion and motion 
are apt to be. 

A case in point might be, 
for example, a motion for ap- 
proval of plans for a fence at 
a service station. This is a mat- 
ter of architectural control. 

The fence might be entire- 
ly legal. It may also be a good 
idea architecturally. The idea 
will probably be presented be- 
fore the planners in the form 
of an architect’s sketch show- 
ing how it’s hoped it will look 
when completed. 

But questions arise: “What 
kind of shrubs are those?” 
“There’s a tree there at the 
present, time, isn’t there?” 
“How do you plan to screen 
the garbage cans from the 
sight of the neighbors?” and 
so forth. 

The fact was that nobody 
thought of the fence, the 
shrubs, the tree or the gar- 
bage cans until after the 
sketch was submitted. But 
by the time they get done 
considering all these things, 
they’re apt to wind up say- 
ing “aye” or “nay” to some- 
thing like: 

“T move the approval, under 
architect's control, of the fence 
along the west side of the — 
service station at ——— street, 
as shown on the architect's 
sketch dated —-—, subject to 
the following conditions: 

“1. That it be painted an 
harmonious color and_ that 
shrubs, as shown, be planted 
not less than 90 days after the 
completion of the aforesaid 
fence; 

“2. That a tree on the pro- 
perty not be disturbed, except 
as the lower branches interfere 
with the construction of said 
fence; 

“3. That an addition to the 
said fence be constructed to 
shield the garbage cans, and 
that its designe be approved 
by the staff.” 

And so on. 

After-thoughts being easi- 
ier to come by than fore- 
sight, it follows that many of 
the good ideas expressed in 
the ‘conditions’ come to 
mind, after one of the com- 
mission members has made 
the basic motion, 

Then, the recording secre- 
tary has to unscramble the 
ideas as they are discussed 
there are nods of assent as 
various people agree to have 
their. motion amended (and 
their second to the motion 
atnended also, sometimes), and 
the matter finally comes to a 
vote. 

Assuredly, this type of thing 
doesn’t happen all the time. It 
happens with relative infre- 
quency, in fact. But it happens 
often enough to require that 


the minute-taker be a person 


of discernment. 

The minute-writing practices 
of various other public bodies 
will be discussed next week,

On advice of: Dr. Charles 
Gans, director of public health 
of San Mateo county, and Miss 
Pansy Abbott, superintendent 
of schools of San Mateo coun- 
ty, the board of trustees of the 
Sequoia Union High School 
District closed school Tuesday 
because of the flu epidemic un- 
til Monday, Feb. 10. 

Between 600 and 700 stu- 
dents were absent from school 
last Tuesday and also 15 of the 
faculty members. Pupils were 
advised to stay home and take 
care of themselves so school 
may open Monday with a nor- 
mal attendance. 

The Redwood City elemen- 
tary schools were also closed 
Tuesday on account of illness 
which prevailed among both 


students and faculty.

No matter what some of our 
political leaders might feel 
about consolidation of Cities or 
counties, we wonder what the 
people of San Mateo county 
think of it. County Manager 
FE. R. Stallings several times 
has indicated that steps should 
be taken to consolidate several 
cities in the county, or even 
better, to have a city-count 
form of government like that 
in San Francisco. 

His suggestion struck cold 
ears for sure. Others have talk- 
ed about having say three or 
four city governments on ‘the 
bay side, bringing such areas 
as the Belmont to Menlo Park 
section under one city. govern- 
ment. Even this so-called small 
consolidation appears to be 
about as popular as poison: oak 
in the spring. 

The strongest move, aside 
from the formation of the area 
government association, is the 
move to bring the Bay Area’s 
bridges, airports, ports, trans- 


‘portation and the like’ unde: 


one authority. ; 

This move, like unification, 
has a lot of ramifications, 
The Golden Gate Bridge 
thority for one is fighting 
and San Francisco already, is 
talking of being reimbursed 
for the cost of its Interna- 
tional Airport and othér 
holdings. 

If such an issue ever reaches 
a definite planning stage, the 
bond cost to the entire aréa 
could very well top the fabu- 
lous Bay Area Transit System 
which now has reached the one 
billion dollar mark. 

BART district officials are 
still hoping to get the bond is- 
sue on the ballot this year. The 
latest plans, up millions with 
every release, now call for the 
Peninsula system to end ‘at Pa- 
lo Alto and not Menlo Park. 

This ‘extension would come 
despite the fact that Santa 
Clara county has refused: to 
join the district. District offi- 
cials want to go to San Jose 
and eventually have a line 
around to connect with the 
East Bay extension south, but 
so far Santa Clara county offi- 
cials are saying “no.” It séems 
that some leaders in that aréa 
are a little more than peeved 
at the snubs coming ‘in their 
direction in recent years from 
the big city to the north. 

Consolidation? U ni'f ica- 
tion? We cannot get talks off 
the ground to consolidate 
some of our local school dis- 
tricts, let alone talk of bring- 
ing cities or even counties t 
gether. We're all too proud 
of the present setup, proud 
that we call Redwood City, 
Menlo Park: or San Carlos 
home. 

When we talk of these moves 
to create bigger government, 
we can see some other head- 
aches ahead in the proposed 
charter amendments that will 
be voted on in April. 

The measures are to be let- 
tered from A to N and the first 
one seems to have one wrong 
word “MAY.” This is the méa- 
sure that calls for redistricting 
the supervisorial district lines 
following each federal census. 

The text reads fine, calling 
for a board of supervisors, to 
appoint a special commission to 
study the census figures aj 
to recommend: changes in 
trict lines to fit the population 
count. r ate 

Then it goes on to say that 
the commission shall maké 
its recommendation : within 
six months from the date ‘of 
its appointment... th 
board of supervisors MAY: 
by a four-fifths vote, by ordi- 
nance, change the bojndar- 
ies of the supervisorial dis- 
tricts of the county é0 effect 
such redistricting.” 

The present district lines 
were approved by the original 
county charter some 20 years 
ago and it may take some doing 
to get four members of the 
board to agree on any change. 

No office holder wants to see 
an area where he may’ be 
strong shifted to another dis- 
trict. Yet the only fair way to 
have equal representation is on 
a population basis. 

True, we elect boatd mem: 
bers on a county-wide basis 
but the lines will need chang- 
ing considerably: if each dis- 
trict is to have approximately 


the same population count. We: 
wonder why the chatter study 
commission’ used the word

ROSE PRUNING
